HUMANICS  AND  SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 


During  the  fall,  sophomore 
honors  students  studied  drama  in 
informal  discussion  sessions  held  at 
Dr.  Conrad's  home.  These  students 
enrolled  in  the  course  upon  invi- 
tation extended  to  them  as  a  re- 
sult of  their  attainment  of  a  10 
grade  point  average  or  better.  In 
the  spring  the  topic  of  study  var- 
ied as  did  the  discussion  leaders.

In  early  October,  the  Student  Legislature  voiced 
support  that  United  States  troop  replacement  by 
well  equipped  South  Vietnamese  forces  be  executed 
as  quickly  as  possible;  suggested  that  students  dis- 
satisfied with  the  war  effort  held  open  discussion 
and  steadfastly  maintain  and  exercise  their  privilege 
as  students  to  attend  class;  and  communicated  with 
Senators  Sam  Ervin,  Jr.,  and  B.  Everett  Jordan  and 
Representative  Richardson  Preyer. 

Other  major  proposals  passed  by  the  Legislature 
included    the   addition   of  student  members  to  the 


following  faculty  committees  --  Student  Personnel, 
Educational  Policies,  Assembly  and  Artist,  Library, 
and  Publications;  the  removal  from  the  penal  code 
of  archaic  disciplinary  provisions  restricting  off- 
campus  activities;  the  strengthening  of  the  student 
government  budgetary  system  and  the  elimination 
of  financial  difficulties  incurred  by  The  Hi-Po  and 
Apogee;  The  attainment  of  a  Judiciary  Council  de- 
cision declaring  the  S.G.A.  President's  inability  to 
veto  constitutional  amendments;  and  the  provision 
of  refrigerator  service  to  students.
